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PREFACE. 


THE  following  Book  is  an  exact  reprint  of 
an  edition  now  become  very  scarce,  published 
at  Oxford  in  1667,  with  the  Imprimatur  of 
Archbishop  Sheldon,  and  Vice-Chancellor 
Fell,  from  the  original  MS.  in  the  archives 
of  St.  John's  College.  Nothing  has  been 
done  in  the  present  edition  but  the  correction 
of  the  references,  and  the  addition  from  the 
Archbishop's  Diary,  and  other  sources,  of 
such  Notes  as  the  peculiarly  biographical 
character  of  the  Prayers  seemed  to  demand. 
Indeed  his  whole  life  was  spent  in  looking 
out  for  Providences  in  little  things,  to  an

extent  which  in  days  of  colder  faith  would 
be  deemed  a  weak  superstition. 

The  sound  and  healthy  principles  of  prac- 
tical religion  indirectly  put  forward  in  this 
manual  are,  as  will  at  once  be  seen,  diame- 
trically opposed  to  the  views  and  feelings 
of  the  Puritanical  party  of  those  times :  and 
the  incorporating  so  much  of  the  Liturgy 
in  his  private  devotions  shows  how  little 
Archbishop  Laud  knew  (except  to  condemn 
it)  of  any  system  which  contemplated  the 
individual  Christian  as  in  any  way,  or  at 
any  time,  distinct  from  the  whole  Mystical 
Body  of  Christ,  the  Church.  The  theological 
teaching  of  a  Book  of  Prayers  is  the  more 
useful,  because  the  author,  when  he  com- 
posed it,  was  thinking  of  nothing  less  than 
how  others  would  judge  of  himself  and  his 
opinions ;  and  the  reader,  when  he  takes  it 
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up,  does  so  only  at  seasons  when  his  mind 
is  softened,  and  for  a  purpose  which  prevents 
him  from  assuming  the  attitude  of  a  critic  or 
a  controversialist. 

A  reprint  of  this  manual  seemed  the  more 
necessary  when  so  many  devotional  books  are 
being  published,  which  put  forward  a  system 
of  practical  religion,  a  little  refined  perhaps 
in  its  details,  but  to  all  intents  and  purposes 
the  same  with  that,  in  opposition  to  which 
Archbishop  Laud  wrote,  and  acted,  and  in 
the  end  shed  his  blood.  His  martyrdom 
saved  the  Church  at  the  time.  The  evil 
spirit  was  cast  out ;  and  though  outside  her 
walls  it  raged  violently,  and  did  her  much 
harm,  yet  it  was  not  able  then  to  re-enter, 
so  long  as  his  body  lay  across  the  breach. 
If  there  are  any  symptoms  in  these  days  of 
the  revival  of  a  like  spirit,  it  may  bring  to 
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our  minds  very  fearfully  those  words  of 
Jeremiah,  (xxvi.  15.)  which  the  venerable 
Martyr  quoted  so  emphatically  on  the  scaffold : 
"  But  know  ye  for  certain,  that  if  ye  put 
me  to  death,  ye  shall  surely  bring  innocent 
blood  upon  yourselves,  and  upon  this  city, 
and  upon  the  inhabitants  thereof:  for  of  a 
truth  the  Lord  hath  sent  me  unto  you  to 
speak  all  these  words  in  your  ears!"

Charles,  Lord  Mountjoy,  Earl  of  Devonshire,  fell  in  love  with 
Penelope,  daughter  of  Walter,  Earl  of  Essex ;  but  her  family 
compelled  her  to  marry  Robert,  Lord  Rich,  to  whom  she  was 
unfaithful,  having  children  by  the  Earl  of  Devonshire.  After 
her  divorce  the  Earl  persuaded  his  Chaplain,  then  Dr.  Laud, 
to  marry  them  at  Wanstead,  on  St.  Stephen's  day,  1605.  The 
Archbishop  seems  to  have  felt  afterwards  that  he  had  not  acted 
quite  honestly  with  his  own  conscience  in  this  particular.  In 
consequence  of  the  loss  of  the  royal  favour,  the  Earl's  spirits 
were  quite  broken,  and  he  died  not  long  afterwards.  The 
festival  of  St.  Stephen  was  always  observed  by  the  Archbishop 
as  an  anniversal  fast  and  day  of  humiliation.  This  matter  is 
made  much  of  by  Prynne,  (vide  Canterbury's  Dream]  who, 
like  other  rude  and  bad  men,  could  not  understand  the  strong 
language  of  self-condemnation  which  a  sensitive  conscience  is 
apt  to  use  before  God  in  prayer,  or  in  private  memoranda.  Still 
less  could  he  appreciate  what  doubtless  rendered  Laud's  feelings 
more  acute,  the  fact  that  his  sacerdotal  power  had  been  employed 
in  solemnizing  holy  matrimony,  when  he  ought  to  have  refused 
the  nuptial  benediction,  though  slight  and  disgrace  might  and 
would  have  been  the  consequence.

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HIS  GRACE'S  SPEECH, 


According  to  the  Original : 

Written  with  his  own  hand,  and  delivered  by  him  upon  the 
Scaffold,  on  Tower-hill,  January  10,  1644,  to  his  Chaplain, 
Dr.  Sterne,  now  Lord  Archbishop  of  York. 


GOOD  PEOPLE, 

THIS  is  an  uncomfortable  time  to 
preach;  yet  I  shall  begin  with  a  text  of 
scripture,  Hebrews  xii.  2 :  "  Let  us  run  with 
patience  that  race  which  is  set  before  us : 
looking  unto  Jesus,  the  author  and  finisher  of 
our  faith,  who  for  the  joy  that  was  set  before 
him,  endured  the  Cross,  despising  the  shame, 
and  is  set  down  at  the  right  hand  of  the 
throne  of  God." 

I  have  been  long  in  my  race ;  and  how  I 
have  looked  unto  Jesus,  the  author  and 
finisher  of  my  faith,  he  best  knows.  I  am 
now  come  to  the  end  of  my  race,  and  here  I 
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find  the  cross,  a  death  of  shame.  But  the 
shame  must  be  despised,  or  no  coming  to  the 
right  hand  of  God.  Jesus  despised  the 
shame  for  me,  and  God  forbid  that  I  should 
not  despise  the  shame  for  Him. 

I  am  going  apace,  as  you  see,  towards  the 
Red  sea,  and  my  feet  are  upon  the  very  brink 
of  it:  an  argument,  I  hope,  that  God  is  bring- 
ing me  into  the  Land  of  Promise ;  for  that 
was  the  way  through  which  he  led  his  people. 
But  before  they  came  to  it,  he  instituted  a 
passover  for  them.  A  lamb  it  was,  but  it 
must  be  eaten  with  sour  herbs.8  I  shall 
obey,  and  labour  to  digest  the  sour  herbs, 
as  well  as  the  lamb.  And  I  shall  remember 
it  is  the  Lord's  passover.  I  shall  not  think  of 
the  herbs,  nor  be  angry  with  the  hands  that 
gathered  them  ;  but  look  up  only  to  Him  who 
instituted  that,  and  governs  these:  for  men 
can  have  no  more  power  over  me  than  what  is 
given  them  from  above. t 

|       I  am  not  in  love  with  this  passage  through 
the  Red  sea,  for  I  have  the  weakness  and  in- 

•  Exodus  xii.  18-  *  St.  John  six.  11. 
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firmity  of  flesh  and  blood  plentifully  in  me. 
And  I  have  prayed  with  my  Saviour,  Ut 
transiret  calix  iste,  that  this  cup  of  red  wine 
might  pass  from  me.  u  But  if  not,  God's  will, 
not  mine,  he  done.  And  I  shall  most  wil- 
lingly drink  of  this  cup  as  deep  as  he  pleases, 
and  enter  into  this  sea,  yea,  and  pass  through 
it,  in  the  way  that  he  shall  lead  me. 

But  I  would  have  it  remembered,  good 
people,  that  when  God's  servants  were  in  this 
boisterous  sea,  and  Aaron  among  them,  the 
Egyptians  which  persecuted  them,  and  did 
iii  a  manner  drive  them  into  that  sea,  were 
drowned  in  the  same  waters,  while  they  were 
in  pursuit  of  them. 

I  know  my  God,  whom  I  serve,  is  as  able 
to  deliver  me  from  this  sea  of  blood,  as  he 
was  to  deliver  the  three  children  from  the 
furnace. v  And  (I  most  humbly  thank  my 
Saviour  for  it)  my  resolution  is,  as  theirs  was : 
they  would  not  worship  the  image  which  the 
king  had  set  up,  nor  will  I  the  imaginations 
which  the  people  are  setting  up.  Nor  will  I 

u  St.  Luke  xxii.  42.  *  Daniel  iii. 
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forsake  the  temple  and  the  truth  of  God,  to 
follow  the  bleating  of  Jeroboam's  calves  in 
Dan  and  in  Bethel. 

And  as  for  this  people,  they  are  at  this  day 
miserably  misled:  God  of  his  mercy  open 
their  eyes,  that  they  may  see  the  right  way. 
For  at  this  day  the  blind  lead  the  blind ;  and 
if  they  go  on,  both  will  certainly  fall  into  the 
ditch.  w 

For  myself,  I  am  (and  I  acknowledge  it 
in  all  humility)  a  most  grievous  sinner  many 
ways,  by  thought,  word,  and  deed :  and  yet  I 
cannot  doubt  but  that  God  hath  mercy  in 
store  for  me  a  poor  penitent,  as  well  as  for 
other  sinners.  I  have  now  upon  this  sad 
occasion  ransacked  every  corner  of  my  heart ; 
and  yet  I  thank  God  I  have  not  found  among 
the  many,  any  one  sin  which  deserves  death 
by  any  known  law  of  this  kingdom. 

And  yet  hereby  I  charge  nothing  upon  my 
judges :  for  if  they  proceed  upon  proof  by 
valuable  witnesses,  I  or  any  other  innocent 
may  be  justly  condemned.  And  I  thank  God, 

w  St.  Luke  vi.  39. 
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though  the  weight  of  the  sentence  lie  heavy 
upon  me,  I  am  as  quiet  within  as  ever  I  was 
in  my  life. 

And  though  I  am  not  only  the  first  Arch- 
bishop, but  the  first  man,  that  ever  died  by  an 
ordinance  in  Parliament,  yet  some  of  my  pre- 
decessors have  gone  this  way,  though  not  by 
this  means :  for  Elphegus  was  hurried  away 
and  lost  his  head  by  the  Danes  ;  Simon  Sud- 
bury  in  the  fury  of  Wat  Tyler  and  his  fellows. 
Before  these,  St.  John  Baptist  had  his  head 
danced  off  by  a  lewd  woman ;  and  St.  Cyprian, 
Archbishop  of  Carthage,  submitted  his  head 
to  a  persecuting  sword.  Many  examples 
great  and  good ;  and  they  teach  me  patience. 
For  I  hope  my  cause  in  heaven  will  look  of 
another  dye,  than  the  colour  that  is  put  upon 
it  here. 

And  some  comfort  it  is  to  me,  not  only  that 
I  go  the  way  of  these  great  men  in  their 
several  generations;  but  also  that  my  charge, 
as  foul  as  it  is  made,  looks  like  that  of  the  Jews 
against  St.  Paul;  (Acts  xxv.  8.)  for  he  was 
accused  for  the  law  and  the  temple,  i.  e. 
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religion ;  and  like  that  of  St.  Stephen,  (Acts 
vi.  14.)  for  breaking  the  ordinances  which 
Moses  gave,  i.  e.  law  and  religion,  the  holy 
place  and  the  law.  (verse  13.) 

But  you  will  say,  Do  I  then  compare  my- 
self with  the  integrity  of  St.  Paul  and  St. 
Stephen  ?  No,  far  be  that  from  me.  I  only 
raise  a  comfort  to  myself,  that  these  great 
saints  and  servants  of  God  were  laid  at  in 
their  times,  as  I  am  now.  And  it  is  memo- 
rable that  St.  Paul,  who  helped  on  this  accu- 
sation against  St.  Stephen,  did  after  fall  under 
the  very  same  himself. 

Yea,  but  here  is  a  great  clamour  that  I 
would  have  brought  in  Popery.  I  shall 
answer  that  more  fully  by  and  by.  In  the 
mean  time,  you  know  what  the  Pharisees  laid 
against  Christ  himself,  "  If  we  let  him  alone, 
all  men  will  believe  on  him,  Et  venient  Ro- 
man i,  and  the  Romans  will  come,  and  take 
away  both  our  place  and  the  nation. x  Here 
was  a  causeless  cry  against  Christ,  that  the 
Romans  would  come.  And  see  how  just  the 

x  St.  Luke  xi.  48. 
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udgment  of  God  was.  They  crucified  Christ 
or  fear  lest  the  Romans  should  come,  and  his 
death  was  it  which  brought  in  the  Romans 
upon  them;  God  punishing  them  with  that 
which  they  most  feared.  And  I  pray  God 
this  clamour  of  Venient  Romani,  of  which  I 
lave  given  no  cause,  help  not  to  bring  them  in. 
For  the  Pope  never  had  such  a  harvest  in 
England  since  the  Reformation,  as  he  hath 
now  upon  the  sects  and  divisions  that  are 
amongst  us.  In  the  mean  time,  "  by  honour 
and  dishonour,  by  good  report  and  evil  report, 
as  a  deceiver  and  yet  true,"  y  am  I  passing 
through  this  world. 

Some  particulars  also  I  think  it  not  amiss 
to  speak  of. 

1.  And  first,  this  I  shall  be  bold  to  speak 
of  the  King,  our  gracious  Sovereign.  He 
hath  been  much  traduced  also  for  bringing  in 
of  Popery  :  but  on  my  conscience  (of  which  I 
shall  give  God  a  present  account)  I  know  him 
to  be  as  free  from  this  charge  as  any  man 
living.  And  I  hold  him  to  be  as  sound  a 

y  2  Corinthians  vi.  8. 
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In  St.  Stephen's  case,  when  nothing  else 
would  serve,  they  stirred  up  the  people  against 
him.  (Acts  vi.  12.)  And  Herod  went  the 
same  way :  when  he  had  killed  St.  James,  yet 
he  would  not  venture  upon  St.  Peter,  till  he 
found  how  the  other  pleased  the  people. 
(Acts  xii.  3.) 

But  take  heed  of  having  your  hands  full  of 
blood;  (Isaiah  i.  15.)  for  there  is  a  time  best 
known  to  himself,  when  God  above  other  sins 
makes  inquisition  for  blood.  And  when  that 
inquisition  is  on  foot,  the  Psalmist  tells  us, 
that  God  remembers ;  but  that  is  not  all,  he 
remembers,  and  forgets  not  the  complaint  of 
the  poor,  z  i.  e.  whose  blood  is  shed  by 
oppression.  a 

Take  heed  of  this  :  "  It  is  a  fearful  thing 
to  fall  into  the  hands  of  the  living  God  ;  b  but 
then  especially  when  he  is  making  inquisition 
for  blood.  And  with  my  prayers  to  avert  it, 
I  do  heartily  desire  this  city  to  remember  the 
prophecy  that  is  expressed  in  Jer.  xxvi.  15.

of  England.  It  hath  flourished,  and  been  a 
shelter  to  other  neighbouring  churches,  when 
storms  have  driven  upon  them.  But,  alas, 
now  it  is  in  a  storm  itself,  and  God  only  knows 
whether  or  how  it  shall  get  out.  And  which  is 
worse  than  a  storm  from  without,  it  is  become 
like  an  oak  cleft  to  shivers  with  wedges  made 
out  of  its  own  body :  and  at  every  cleft  pro- 
faneness  and  irreligion  is  entering  in.  While 
(as  Prosper  saysc)  men  that  introduce  pro- 
faneness  are  cloaked  over  with  the  name 
religionis  imaginarice,  of  imaginary  religion  : 
for  we  have  lost  the  substance,  and  dwell  too 
much  in  opinion.  And  that  Church,  which 
all  the  Jesuits'  machinations  could  not  ruin,  is 
fallen  into  danger  by  her  own. 

4.  The  last  particular  (for  I  am  not  willing 
to  be  too  long)  is,  myself.  I  was  born  and 
baptized  in  the  bosom  of  the  Church  of 
England,  established  by  law:  in  that  pro- 
fession I  have  ever  since  lived,  and  in  that  I 
come  now  to  die.

What  clamours  and  slanders  I  have  en- 
dured for  labouring  to  keep  an  uniformity  in 
the  external  service  of  God,  according  to  the 
doctrine  and  discipline  of  this  Church,  all  men 
know,  and  I  have  abundantly  felt.  Now  at 
last  I  am  accused  of  high  treason  in  Par- 
liament, a  crime  which  my  soul  ever  abhorred. 
This  treason  was  charged  to  consist  of  two 
parts,  an  endeavour  to  subvert  the  laws  of  the 
land ;  and  a  like  endeavour  to  overthrow  the 
true  Protestant  religion,  established  by  law. 

Besides  my  answers  to  the  several  charges, 
I  protested  mine  innocency  in  both  Houses. 
It  was  said,  Prisoners'  protestations  at  the  bar 
must  not  be  taken.  I  must,  therefore,  come 
now  to  it  upon  my  death,  being  instantly  to 
give  God  an  account  for  the  truth  of  it. 

I  do  therefore  here,  in  the  presence  of  God 
and  his  holy  angels,  take  it  upon  my  death, 
that  I  never  endeavoured  the  subversion  either 
of  law  or  religion.  And  I  desire  you  all  to 
remember  this  protest  of  mine  for  my  inno- 
cency in  this,  and  from  all  treasons  what- 
soever.

I  have  been  accused  likewise  as  an  enemy 
to  Parliaments.  No,  I  understand  them,  and 
the  benefit  that  comes  by  them,  too  well  to 
be  so.  But  I  did  dislike  the  misgovernments 
of  some  Parliaments  many  ways,  and  I  had 
good  reason  for  it;  for  corruptio  optimi  est 
pessima.  And  that  being  the  highest  court, 
over  which  no  other  hath  jurisdiction,  when  it 
is  misinformed  or  misgoverned,  the  subject  is 
left  without  all  remedy. 

But  I  have  done.  I  forgive  all  the  world, 
all  and  every  of  those  bitter  enemies  which 
have  persecuted  me;  and  humbly  desire  to 
be  forgiven  of  God  first,  and  then  of  every 
man.  And  so  I  heartily  desire  you  to  join  in 
prayer  with  me. 

O  eternal  God  and  merciful  Father,  look 
down  upon  me  in  mercy,  in  the  riches  and 
fulness  of  all  thy  mercies.  Look  upon  me, 
but  not  till  thou  hast  nailed  my  sins  to  the 
cross  of  Christ,  not  till  thou  hast  bathed  me  in 
the  blood  of  Christ,  not  till  I  have  hid  myself 
in  the  wounds  of  Christ ;  that  so  the  punish.

ment  due  unto  my  sins  may  pass  over  me. 
And  since  thou  art  pleased  to  try  me  to  the 
uttermost,  I  most  humbly  beseech  thee,  give 
me  now  in  this  great  instant,  full  patience, 
proportionable  comfort,  and  a  heart  ready  to 
die  for  thine  honour,  the  King's  happiness, 
and  this  Church's  preservation.  And  my  zeal 
to  these  (far  from  arrogancy  be  it  spoken)  is 
all  the  sin  (human  frailty  excepted,  and  all 
incidents  thereto)  which  is  yet  known  to  me 
in  this  particular,  for  which  I  come  now  to 
suffer;  I  say,  in  this  particular  of  treason. 
But  otherwise,  my  sins  are  many  and  great ; 
Lord,  pardon  them  all,  and  those  especially 
(whatever  they  are)  which  have  drawn  down 
this  present  judgment  upon  me.  And  when 
thou  hast  given  me  strength  to  bear  it,  do 
with  me  as  seems  best  in  thine  own  eyes. 
Amen. 

And  that  there  may  be  a  stop  of  this  issue 
of  blood  in  this  more  than  miserable  kingdom, 
0  Lord,  I  beseech  thee  give  grace  of  repent- 
ance to  all  blood-thirsty  people.  But  if  they 
will  not  repent,  0  Lord,  confound  all  their 
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devices,  defeat  and  frustrate  all  their  designs 
and  endeavours  upon  them,  which  are  or  shall 
be  contrary  to  the  glory  of  thy  great  name, 
the  truth  and  sincerity  of  religion,  the  esta- 
blishment of  the  King,  and  his  posterity  after 
him,  in  their  just  rights  and  privileges;  the 
honour  and  conservation  of  Parliaments  in 
their  just  power;  the  preservation  of  this 
poor  Church  in  her  truth,  peace,  and  patri- 
mony; and  the  settlement  of  this  distracted 
and  distressed  people,  under  their  ancient 
laws,  and  in  their  native  liberties.  And  when 
thou  hast  done  all  this  in  mere  mercy  for 
them,  0  Lord,  fill  their  hearts  with  thankful- 
ness, and  with  religious  dutiful  obedience  to 
thee  and  thy  commandments  all  their  days. 
So,  Amen,  Lord  Jesu,  Amen.  And  receive 
my  soul  into  thy  bosom.  Amen.

LORD,  I  am  coming  as  fast  as  I  can.  I  know 
I  must  pass  through  the  shadow  of  death, 
before  I  can  come  to  see  thee.  But  it  is  but 
umbra  mortis,  a  mere  shadow  of  death,  a  little 
darkness  upon  nature :  but  thou  by  thy  merits 
and  passion  hast  broke  through  the  jaws  of 
death.  So,  Lord,  receive  my  soul,  and  have 
mercy  upon  me ;  and  bless  this  kingdom  with 
peace  and  plenty,  and  with  brotherly  love  and 
charity,  that  there  may  not  be  this  effusion  of 
Christian  blood  amongst  them,  for  Jesus 
Christ  his  sake,  if  it  be  thy  will. 

Then  he  laid  his  head  upon  the  block ; 
and  after  he  had  prayed  to  himself,  said  aloud, 
Lord,  receive  my  soul;  which  was  the  signal 
given  to  the  executioner. 
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
